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MAYOR'S  ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

We  are  assembled  to  perfect  the  organization  of  the 
government  of  our  City  for  the  ensuing  municipal  year.  It 
will  be  necessary,  therefore,  to  familiarize  ourselves  with  all 
the  duties  upon  which  we  may  be  called  to  set.  A  majority 
of  both  Boards  are  now  familiar  with  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices,  having  filled  the  same  position  last  year 
Knowing  as  I  do,  the  newly  elected  members,  I  do  not  hesitate 
to  predict  that  you  will  serve  the  City  with  equal  ability  and 
faithfulness. 

FINANCES  OF  THE  CITY. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
City,  I  would  refer  you  to  the  report  of  our  City  Treasurer. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

I  desire  to  improve  this  opportunity,  which  is  here  affored 
me,  to  recommend  that  in  all  the  appropriations  which  you 
shall  find  it  necessary  to  make,  you  will  be  governed  by  strict 
economy,  united  with  a  careful  regard  for  the  permanent  good 
of  the  City. 

HIGHWAYS. 

I  presume  there  will  be  the  usual  amount  of  trouble  with 
our  roads  this  spring,  owing  to  the  great  depth  of  frost  in 
them.  Belfast  has  a  large  number  of  wooden  bridges  and 
many  miles  of  plank  sidewalks.  At  the  present  price  of  lumber 
the  appropriation  available  for  this  department  must  be  judi- 
ciously expended.     I  think  most  of  our  bridges  and  walks  are 
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in  very  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  the  iron  bridge 
at  the  Head  of  the  Tide,  which  is  now  ready  to  be  placed  in 
position  as  soon  as  the  weather  will  permit. 

STATE  ROAD. 

There  has  been  quite  a  section  of  State  road  constructed 
on  Northport  Avenue  within  the  last  two  years,  which  I  am 
sure  all  of  our  citizens  who  have  occasion  to  travel  over,  will 
readily  acknowledge  is  a  great  improvement  over  the  old 
method  of  road  building,  and  I  would  recommend  an  extension 
of  this  road  the  present  year. 

SCHOOLS. 

Under  the  able  management  of  our  Superintendent  and 
excellent  teachers,  our  schools  are  doing  good  work.  Our 
educational  department  is  the  most  important  of  any  for  which 
we  have  to  provide.  For  this  reason,  I  would  recomend  that 
our  appropriation  for  school  purposes  be  as  liberal  as  our 
circumstances  will  permit.  For  a  more  complete  explanation 
of  the  condition  and  needs  of  our  schools,  I  would  refer  you 
to  the  report  of  our  School  Committee. 

SEWERS. 

The  completion  of  our  sewer  system  is  important  for  the 
healthfullness  of  our  City,  and  I  would  recommend  an  appro- 
priation for  its  extension. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

A  well  equipped  and  efficient  fire  department  is  indispen- 
sable to  our  City  for  the  protection  of  our  property.  F or 
further  information,  I  will  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Chief 
Engineer.  He  makes  several  recommendations,  which  you 
will  carefully  consider. 

For  further  information  in  regard  to  the  several  depart- 
ments, I  would  refer  you  to  the  excellent  reports  of  the  Trus- 
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tees  and  Librarian  of  our  Free  Library,  City  Solicitor  and 
Trustees  of  Cemeteries. 

I  presume  you  will  honestly  differ  in  opinion  on  some 
questions,  but  in  all  our  deliberations,  we  shall  have  but  one 
object  in  view,  the  welfare  of  the  City  of  Belfast.

COMMITTEE'S  REPORT. 


Belfast,  Maine,  Feb'y  29,  1904. 

To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Bel- 
fast : — 

In  submitting  its  annual  report,  the  School  Committee  has 
to  record  the  most  interrupted  school  year  it  has  ever  expe- 
rienced, yet  it  feels  that  good  work  had  been  done.  The  pre- 
valence of  scarlet  fever  and  whooping  cough,  with  the  pre- 
cautionary measures  against  the  spread  of  varioloid,  inter- 
rupted the  work  of  the  schools,  but  by  strict  enforcement  of 
the  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Health,  the  further  spread  of 
the  diseases  was  prevented  and  the  troubles  minimized. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  the  School  Committee 
was  brought  face  t'D  face  with  one  of  the  hardest  propositions 
it  has  ever  been  called  to  solve.  In  the  spring  term  Mr.  How- 
ard, who,  as  chairman  or  member  of  the  Committee  and 
teacher,  had  been  connected  with  the  schools  for  ten  years, 
and  who  had  done  much  to  promote  their  efficiency,  resigned 
his  position  as  Principal  of  the  High  School.  It  was  a  repeti- 
tion of  the  old,  old,  story  ;  another  place  could  pay  more  salary 
than  we  could  afford.  We  desire  to  record  here  our  apprecia- 
tion of  the  fact  that  in  all  these  different  positions,  Mr.  How- 
ard labored  long,  hard  and  well  for  our  schools. 

We  felicitate  ourselves  that  we  were  able  to  secure  at 
once  a  successor  under  whose  administration  the  work  of  the 
school  was  kept  rigidly  up  to  the  former  standard  and  that  the 
school  was  never  more  efficient  than  now. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  at  the  North  Primary  will 
have  to  be  remedied  this  year  and  the  estimates  for  the  ensu- 
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ing  year  provides  for  the  construction  of  a  water  closet  and 
connection  with  the  sewer.  There  is  need  of  another  room  at 
that  house  and  the  Grammar  school  house  should  be  shingled, 
but  in  view  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  city,  no  plans 
have  been  made  for  doing  the  work  this  year. 

Your  attention  is  once  more  called  most  emphatically  to 
the  necessity  of  making  some  move  toward  the  better  housing 
of  the  pupils  in  the  central  schools.  That  this  is  no  new  need  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  more  than  thirty  years  ago,  the  late 
Judge  Williamson  wrote  in  his  History  of  Belfast:  "The  ac- 
commodations for  instruction  in  the  central  district  are  entire- 
ly inadequate  to  public  requirements."  If  this  was  true  then, 
the  necessity  for  better  provision  must  be  much  more  impera- 
tive now.  The  buildings  are  antiquated,  ill-adapted  to  their 
purpose  and  impossible  of  remodelling.  There  is  not  a  school 
in  the  old  Central  District  that  is  adaquately  or  suitably 
housed.  The  only  public  school  house  ever  built  in  the  old 
Central  District  is  now  the  Grammar  School  and  was  built  in 
1828.  The  High  School  building  is  merely  an  adaptation  of 
the  old  Town  House,  built  in  1824;  none  of  it  was  bnilt  for 
school  purposes  and  at  best  it  was  but  a  temporary  make- 
shift. The  North  Primary,  sixty  years  old,  is  but  a  trans- 
mogrified vestry,  and  the  South  Primary,  about  the  same 
age,  was  never  intended  to  accommodate  so  many  pupils  and 
outlived  its  usefulness  years  ago. 

When  one  thinks  what  progress  has  been  made  in 
school  house  construction  since  these  buildings  were  erected, 
and  considers  what  the  modern  requirements  are  acknowledged 
to  be,  the  question  must  inevitably  come  borne:  Can  not 
some  steps  be  taken  that  shall  furnish  in  the  near  future  sehool 
rooms  of  the  size  and  character  called  for  by  modern  hygienic 
knowledge. 

Each  successive  year  since  the  establishment  of  the  School 
Committee,  attention  has  been  called  to  this  need  and  each 
year  the  appeal  has  been  dismissed  with  the  soothing  state- 
ment that  a  new  building  must  be  erected  '-when  the  city  can 
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afford  it."  It  is  respectfully  but  firmly  submitted  that  this  an- 
swer has  served  long  enough.  It  has  ceased  to  be  an  inquiry 
of  "When  ?"  and  become  a  burning  problem  of  "How  ?" 

For  details  of  the  year's  work,  and  estimates  for  the  en- 
suing year,  you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  accompanying 
reports.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee of  the  City  of  Belfast. 

Gentlemen: — 

In  submitting  this  my  fourth  and  last  annual  report,  per- 
mit me  to  say  that  in  my  opinion  our  schools  are  progressing 
towards  a  fuller  realization  of  the  purposes  for  which  they  are 
maintained.  They  are  in  a  greater  measure  endeavoring  to 
develop  the  child's  natural  powers  as  well  as  to  equip  him  with 
useful  knowledge. 

As  the  school  is  only  one  of  the  agencies  of  education,  it 
has  a  limited  jurisdiction  and  should  recognize  its  limitations. 
It  certainly  should  first  aim  to  do  thoroughly  its  own  legitimate 
work.  It  should  not  neglect  intellectual  culture  and  the  real 
knowledge  incident  thereto,  for  the  trick  of  appearing  to 
know  without  knowing. 

The  school  by  means  of  school  subjects,  should  teach  the 
child  to  do  skillfully  the  mental  acts  necessary  to  be  performed 
in  learning  the  knowledge  in  books  and  the  knowledge  of  life 
out  of  school.  The  school  should  not  be  regarded  as  a  reposi- 
tory of  knowledge  so  much  as  a  place  of  apprenticeship  where 
boys  and  girls  may  learn  how  to  do  the  mental  acts  whereby 
all  knowledge  may  be  acquired  and  applied. 

Without  going  into  details  of  Psychology,  permit  me  to 
say  that  the  mind  learns  how  to  do  things  as  definitely  as  the 
hand  learns  how  to  do  things  and  that  the  only  way  for  either 
to  learn  how  to  do  things  is  by  doing  them.    Mental  doing  is

hidden  from  the  physical  eye,  but  it  is  nevertheless  susceptible 
of  inspection  and  its  knowledge  products  are  also  susceptible 
of  inspection.  Apprentice  work  of  hand  or  mind  is  prepara- 
tory and  the  knowledge  products  of  youth  are  of  value  chiefly 
as  food  to  be  assimilated  by  the  mind  and  then  transformed 
into  mental  tissue.  Most  of  the  intellectual  knowledge 
learned  in  childhood  is  put  away  with  other  childish  things 
before  the  child  becomes  a  man,  but  the  mental  power  devel- 
oped in  the  learning  is  as  enduring  as  the  mind  itself. 

Introspection  on  the  part  of  the  pupil  is  neither  necessary 
nor  desirable;  he  should  simply  be  conscious  of  the  ideas  he  is 
using  and  learn  to  use  them  purposefully;  but  introspection  on 
the  part  of  the  teacher  is  a  condition  precedent  to  rightly 
directing  the  mental  work  of  the  pupil.  She  should  be  as 
familiar  with  the  kind  of  mental  action  required  to  master  each 
detail  of  a  given  subject  as  she  is  supposed  to  be  with  the 
knowledge  of  the  subject  itself. 

In  some  pupils  the  tendency  to  do  the  appropriate  mental 
action  is  so  strong  that  they  need  only  the  stimulus  of  an 
assignment  of  work.  In  others  this  tendency  is  so  weak  that 
it  amounts  to  hardly  more  than  a  capacity  for  learning  how  to 
learn,  and  such  must  be  directed  step  by  step  till  they  know 
how  to  do  without  any  teaching.  This  being  so,  it  follows 
that  the  slower  and  less  intelligent  pupils  should  have  the 
more  of  the  teacher's  time  and  attention. 

The  pupil  in  school  is  no  less  an  individual  than  he  is  in 
society  at  large.  His  knowledge  is  individual,  his  ignorance 
is  individual  and  his  mental  ability  is  individual;  he  makes  his 
way  alone  no  matter  how  many  travel  the  same  road  with  him. 
His  individuality  should  be  recognized  and  respected.  A  class 
is  only  a  group  of  pupils  for  convenience  of  teaching  them  and 
the  unit  of  the  class  is  the  individual.  Whether  one  or  twent\* 
occupy  the  recitation  seats  the  teacher  should  know  the  indi- 
vidual needs  and  adapt  her  instruction  to  individual  ends. 
Whatever  objection  may  be  raised  against  individual  instruct- 
ion on  account  of  inconvenience  and  lack  of  time,  and  what- 
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ever  authority  may  be  called  as  a  witness  for  observance  of  the 
time  honored  custom  of  educating  by  squads  and  platoons,  the 
fact  remains  that  the  individual  comes  to  school  in  the  morning? 
goes  home  at  night,  eats,  sleeps,  thinks,  enjoys  and  suffers  as 
John  Smith  or  James  Brown  and  not  as  a  twentieth  part  of  his 
class  in  school. 

The  younger  the  pupil  the  greater  the  need  of  individual 
direction,  the  older  the  pupil  and  the  higher  the  grade  the 
larger  place  class  instruction  may  safely  occupy,  but  it  is  a 
rare  class  in  which  no  one  needs  individual  direction.  Exclu- 
sive class  instruction  at  its  worst  makes  the  individual  little 
better  than  a  fraction  and  at  its  best  it  leaves  many  stranded 
in  shallows  and  on  flats.  I  agree  that  class  instruction  has  its 
uses  but  I  submit  that  it  is  inadequate  and  that  individual  in- 
struction should  at  least  supplement  its  manifest  incompleteness. 

I  wish  to  say  of  our  schools  that  we  are  increasingly 
adapting  them  to  individual  needs  in  this  respect  and  instruct- 
ion in  our  primary  schools  is  largely  individual,  notwithstand- 
ing that  we  group  the  pupils  in  small  classes  for  convenience 
and  economy  of  time.  Our  High  School  is  in  my  opinion  one 
of  the  best  of  its  kind  anywhere  to  be  found,  but  it  falls  short 
of  what  it  might  become  if  its  teachers  had  time  to  do  individ- 
ual work  with  those  whose  needs  require  it.  I  would  recom- 
mend that  Miss  Barr,  who  now  teaches  until  recess,  be 
employed  for  the  full  length  of  the  school  session,  in  order 
that  the  teachers,  whose  time  is  now  unavoidably  occupied  in 
class  work,  may  have  opportunity  to  do  more  individual  work. 

Below  the  sixth  grade  our  classes  are  small  enough,  but 
because  our  sixth  and  seventh  grades  are  so  large  the  results 
there  fall  short  of  what  we  desire  notwithstanding  that  the 
teachers  labor  faithfully  and  well. 

We  are  in  need  of  another  room  for  the  suitable  acommo- 
dation  of  our  fourth  grade  at  the  North  Primary.  Last  year, 
on  account  of  the  small  number  in  each  of  the  two  fourth 
grades  we  were  enabled  to  consolidate  them  in  the  fourth 
grade  room  at  the  South  Primary.    The  coming  year  we  must 
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have  two  fourth  grade  classes  and  if  a  room  is  not  supplied  for 
that  purpose,  we  shall  be  obliged  to  place  the  third  and  fourth 
grades  together  in  Miss  Walton's  room  or  consolidate  the  two 
fifth  grades  and  use  one  of  the  fifth  grade  rooms  for  a  fourth 
grade  as  we  are  doing  this  year.  I  trust  that  our  people 
recognize  the  need  of  a  new  school  building  large  enough  to 
accommodate  our  schools  and  that  action  will  be  taken  for 
supplying  this  need  as  soon  as  possible. 

Expenditures  for  text  books  can  of  course  be  curtailed  to 
keep  within  the  appropriation  therefor  even  to  the  extent  of 
retarding  the  progress  of  our  pupils  and  rendering  unprofitable 
the  large  expenditure  for  salaries,  fuel  and  other  expenses 
incident  to  keeping  the  schools  open.  Last  year  in  order  to 
avoid  over-drawing  our  total  school  appropriations  we  turned 
into  the  treasury  an  unexpended  balance  of  three  hundred 
dollars  from  the  text  book  appropriation  of  eight  hundred 
dollars.  This  year  an  appropriation  of  only  five  hundred 
dollars  was  made.  We  have  kept  our  expenditures  within  the 
appropriation  but  have  not  bought  all  the  books  we  needed. 
In  my  opinion  it  is  false  economy  to  appropriate  less  than 
eight  hundred  dollars  for  text  books  until  our  schools  are 
supplied  with  sufficient  text  and  reference  books. 

The  repairs  upon  the.  City  Point  School  building  begun 
last  year  were  completed  during  the  summer  vacation,  and  the 
school  houses  at  the  Head  of  the  Tide  and  Poor's  Mills  were 
shingled.  Certain  minor  repairs  were  made  on  some  of  our 
other  school  buildings. 

The  two  furnaces  at  the  North  Primary  School  inadequate- 
ly heat  the  building.  If  one  suitable  furnace  were  substituted, 
enough  could  be  saved  on  fuel  in  a  comparatively  short  time 
to  pay  the  expense  of  making  the  change.  I  recommend  that 
the  matter  be  investigated  and  such  action  taken  as  may  seem 
best.  I  also  recommend  that  the  North  Primary  nuisance  be 
abated  by  connecting  with  the  sewer  and  putting  in  water 
closets. 

Since  my  last  report  the  following  changes  in  teachers 
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have  taken  place.  At  the  close  of  the  winter  term  Mr.  Howard 
resigned  his  position  as  principal  of  the  High  School.  His 
work  there  cannot  be  too  highly  commended  and  his  going  was 
felt  to  be  an  irreparable  loss  to  the  school  and  community.  We 
were  fortunate  however,  in  securing  Mr.  Eaton  to  succeed  Mr. 
Howard,  and  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned  the 
progress  of  the  school  towards  a  higher  efficiency  has  contin- 
ued uninterruptedly  under  Mr.  Eaton's  able  management. 

At  the  close  of  the  summer  term  Miss  Mason  who  had  for 
several  years  successfully  taught  the  seventh  grade  grammar  re- 
signed to  accept  a  more  lucrative  position  in  Bridgton,  Maine, 
and  the  vacancy  caused  by  her  resignation  was  filled  by  transfer- 
ring Miss  Bertha  I.  Bird  from  sixth  to  seventh  grade  and  electing 
Miss  Ethel  Barr  to  the  sixth  grade  position  vacated  by  Miss 
Bird's  promotion. 

Miss  Annie  Chaples  whose  faithful  service  in  the  second 
grade  North  Primary,  I  desire  here  to  acknowledge,  resigned 
during  the  summer  vacation  and  Miss  Harriet  Kimball,  teacher 
of  the  City  Point  School  was  promoted  to  the  position  occa- 
sioned by  Miss  Chaples'  resignation.  Miss  Maude  Shorey  was 
elected  as  teacher  of  the  City  Point  School  to  succeed  Miss 
Kimball. 

Miss  Lulu  Mayhew,  teacher  of  the  Hayford  School  and 
Miss  Maude  Knowlton,  teaaher  of  the  Poors'  Mills  School, 
both  faithful  teachers,  resigned  during  the  summer  vacation. 
Miss  Ethel  Wilson  was  elected  as  teacher  of  the  Poor's  Mills 
School  and  Mrs.  Carrie  Wood  was  elected  teacher  of  the  Hay- 
ford  School. 

At  the  close  of  the  winter  term,  1903,  Mr.  Colby  Rack- 
liff  teacher  of  the  Pitcher  School  resigned  his  position,  after 
which  the  Pitcher  School  was  discontinued  and  the  children 
transported  to  the  Haj^ford  School. 

After  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term,  Miss  Helen  Bird  was 
employed  as  assistant  in  sixth  and  seventh  grades  to  succeed 
Miss  Ethel  Barr,who  was  elected  teacher  of  the  sixth  grade. 

I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Prin- 
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cipal  of  the  High  School  and  the  report  of  the  Supervisor  of 
Music  submitted  herewith. 

As  I  shall  not  be  a  candidate  for  re-election,  permit  me  at 
this  time  to  say  that  I  feel  deeply  grateful  to  the  people  of 
Belfast  for  the  kind  and  considerate  treatment  that  I  have 
always  received  at  their  hands.  I  appreciate  their  cordial 
co-operation,  not  only  during  my  term  of  service  as  Superin- 
tendent, but  also  during  those  other  terms  of  service  years  ago 
when  as  Principal  of  the  Grammar  School  and  later  as  Principal 
of  the  High  School  I  came  to  know  them  and  esteem  them  as 
my  neighbors  and  friends. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  pupils  past  and  present  that  have 
been  under  my  direction  and  especially  the  High  School  pupils, 
for  their  courtesy  and  kindness  which  has  in  no  small  degree 
helped  to  make  my  school  work  in  Belfast  a  pleasure  to  myself 
and  I  trust  of  some  profit  to  them. 

To  the  teachers  also  I  wish  to  express  somewhat  of  the 
personal  friendship  which  I  feel  for  them  and  which  I  am 
proud  to  believe  is  mutual.  They  have  been  loyal  to  me  as 
Superintendent  and  loyal  to  their  schools  best  interest.  I 
cannot  speak  too  highly  of  their  devotion  to  duty  and  their 
endeavors  to  make  the  results  of  their  labor  worthy  of  approval. 

I  thank  you,  Gentlemen  of  the  School  Committee,  for 
your  continued  confidence  and  support  on  which  I  have  always 
relied  and  never  found  wanting.  The  uniform  courtesy  and 
good  will  of  yourselves  and  your  predecessors  in  all  your  rela- 
tions with  me  during  my  term  of  service  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools  is  I  assure  you  fully  appreciated  and  will  be  held  in 
grateful  rememberance  by  me.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT. 


Mr.  John  R,  Dunton,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
Dear  Sir  :  — 

According  to  the, usual  custom,  I  hereby  present  my  an- 
nual report  as  Principal  of  Belfast  High  School.  The  loss  in 
numbers  by  the  graduation  of  the  class  of  1903  was  more  than  off- 
set by  the  entering  class  last  fall  with  the  result  that  the  total 
number  enrolled  is  much  larger  than  at  the  same  time  last 
year.  The  school  now  consists  of  116  pupils.  Senior  class, 
21;  Junior  class,  27;  Sophomore  class,  24;  Freshmen  class,  43; 
Graduate  students,  L 

The  arrangements  of  rooms  and  facilities  for  recitation 
are  probably  as  good  as  can  be  expected  considering  the  limit- 
ed amount  of  space  allotted  to  the  High  School.  Yet  I  would 
call  attention  to  the  fact  that  with  116  students  enrolled  and 
Freshmen  classes  becoming  larger  each  year,  some  plan  must 
be  decided  upon  soon  to  secure  adequate  recitation  and  dress- 
ing room  accommodations.  The  changes  made  since  my  prede- 
cessor's last  report  have  been  very  beneficial  and  the  wisdom 
of  his  recommendations  is  apparent  to  all.  The  laboratory, 
however,  is  not  large  enough  for  the  large  physics  and  chemis- 
try divisions  and  the  small  recitation  rooms,  crowded  every 
period,  make  the  question  of  proper  ventilation  a  momentous 
one.  The  girls'  coat  room  built  in  above  the  stairs  during  the 
March  vacation  last  year  is  filling  a  long  felt  want,  yet  even 
now  many  of  the  High  School  students  are  obliged  to  use  the 
dressing  room  down  stairs  which  is  none  too  large  for  the 
Intermediate  scholars  alone.     The  lavatory  and  toilet  room  on 
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the  third  floor  is  of  great  convenience.  New  blackboards  are 
needed  in  the  rooms  and  a  board  should  be  provided  in  the 
laboratory  in  order  that  some  of  the  required  chemical  exper- 
iments may  be  performed  with  safety. 

Our  decorations  have  been  increased  during  the  year  by 
the  bas-relief  "Aurora"  presented  by  the  class  of  1903  and  by 
framed  views  of  Bowdoin  Campus  presented  by  the  faculty  of 
that  institution.  The  value  of  such  gifts  to  the  school  can  not 
be  over  estimated.  The  working  equipment  has  been  increased 
by  the  purchase  of  apparatus,  including  a  complete  steam 
engine,  also  by  gifts  of  geological  and  mineralogical  specimens 
which  I  would  acknowledge  at  this  time  with  thanks.  An 
excellent  working  herbarium  consisting  of  our  common  flowers 
collected  for  the  most  part  by  the  class  of  1904  and  former 
Principal,  W.  R.  Howard  is  of  great  assistance  in  the  botany 
work  and  is  being  added  to  every  year.  Several  pieces  of 
physical  apparatus  are  needed  in  order  that  the  experiments 
recommended  by  the  colleges  for  admission  may  be  performed. 
The  addition  of  a  few  pieces  each  year  with  the  present 
nucleus  will  soon  enable  us  to  do  all  the  laboratory  work 
required. 

Last  spring  several  colleges  iu  New  England  including 
the  University  of  Maine  and  Wellesley  united  in  forming  the 
New  England  Intercollegiate  College  Entrance  Examination 
Board,  and  invited  all  High  Schools  of  recognized  standing  to 
apply  for  admission.  The  placing  of  a  school  on  the  approved 
list  of  this  Board  will  enable  it  to  enter  students  in  all  the 
colleges  of  New  England,  Yale  and  Harvard  excepted,  with- 
out entrance  examination.  Belfast  High  School  was  among 
those  making  application  and  the  hoard  will  act  on  the  request 
about  May  1st,  1904.  We  hope  to  be  accorded  the  privileges 
of  this  association  and  this  should  mean  much  for  our  school 
in  the  future.  We  were  obliged  to  enlarge  our  course  of 
study  by  the  addition  of  solid  geometery  and  trigonometery 
in  the  Junior  year.  It  was  thought  advisable  for  this  year  at 
least  to  make  this  course  elective  for  those  intending  to  go  to 
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college.  With  these  exceptions  the  course  of  study  remains 
as  revised  some  three  years  ago. 

Attendance  during  the  year  has  not  been  as  satisfactory 
as  could  be  desired  owing  to  the  severe  weather  and  the  prev- 
alent epidemic  of  colds.  Vaccination  caused  many  absences 
during  the  fall  term. 

The  Mercury  is  published  five  times  yearly  by  the  students 
and  is  proving  a  success  financially  and  from  a  literary  stand- 
point. It  is  controlled  by  an  editorial  staff  of  six  chosen  from 
the  entire  school  and  a  business  manager  elected  from  the 
Senior  class.  The  paper  is  fully  up  to  the  standard  set  by  the 
best  school  papers  of  the  country  and  serves  the  double  pur- 
pose of  fostering  the  interest  taken  in  the  school  by  the  towns 
people  and  bringing  the  school  into  wider  notice  outside  of  our 
own  community. 

In  closing,  1  wish  to  thank  Miss  Field,  Miss  Townsend,  and 
Miss  Barr  for  their  faithful  work  and  hearty  co-operation  and 
yourself  for  your  readiness  to  render  assistance  at  all  times. 
Our  unanimity  of  purpose  and  the  cordial  snpport  of  the  stu- 
dent body  is  responsible  for  whatever  degree  of  success  that 
has  been  attained  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF   TRUSTEES  OF  BELFAST 


FREE  LIBRARY. 


To  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Belfast. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Library  are  gratified  to  report  the 
continued  prosperity  of  the  institution  in  its  financial  condition 
and  its  practical  efficiency.  The  report  of  the  Librarian,  Miss 
E.  M.  Pond,  is  herewith  submitted.  It  gives  a  detailed  ac- 
count of  the  main  facts  in  the  administration  of  the  Library, 
the  accessions  and  its  circulation. 

The  Trustees  have  faced  the  perplexing  problem  arising 
from  the  popular  demand  for  current  fiction.  They  have  co- 
operated with  the  Librarian  in  seeking  to  supply  well-selected 
fiction  and  at  the  same  time  avoid  so  far  as  practicable  stock- 
ing the  shelves  with  books  of  temporary  value.  An  experi- 
ment has  been  tried  through  a  subscription  to  the  Book  Lov- 
er's Library  in  the  name  of  the  Librarian.  The  books  thus  se- 
cured are  rented,  yielding  a  return  of  the  price  of  subscription. 
This  is  a  compromise  measure  that  has  succeeded  to  the  ex- 
tent it  serves,  furnishing  current  books  without  purchase.  It  is 
a  step  in  the  direction  of  the  realization  of  what  the  Trustees 
conceive  to  be  the  proper  aim  of  a  Public  Library  to  furnish 
only  books  of  known  value.  It  has  been  their  policy  to  en- 
courage a  wise  selection  of  books  which  seems  the  more  im- 
perative in  a  small  library. 

The  shelving  capacity  of  the  Library  Building  is  already 
overtaxed.  Every  year  renders  more  urgent  the  need  of  an 
addition  to  the  building.  The  trustees  would  again  call  the 
public  attention  to  this  need  in  the  hope  that  some  means  may 
soon  be  found  for  its  supply.

The  financial  standing  of  the  Library  is  firm.  Its  funds 
amount  to  $52,844.36,  and  by  the  accompanying  financial 
statement  it  will  appear  there  remains  a  balance  unexpended 
of  $325.89,  the  accumulated  income  from  the  Field  fund  $180.- 
00  and  a  balance  from  the  Otis  fund  of  $49.43. 

The  late  Hon.  Joseph  Williamson  was  associated  with 
the  Library  from  its  founding  until  his  death.  He  was  tire- 
less in  his  supervision  and  promotion  of  its  interests.  His  fine 
public  spirit  and  literary  ability  bore  fruit  in  the  production  of 
an  historical  work  of  inestimable  value  to  our  city.

N.  Brooke  of  Washington  D.  C,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Ralph  C.  Johnson  who  has  the  thanks  of  the  Trustees  for  his 
valuable  assistance.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN. 


March  3,  1904. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  Belfast  Free  Library  : 
Gentlemen  : 

The  16th  annual  report  of  our  Free  Library  for  the  year 
ending  Feb.  29,  1904  I  have  the  honor  to  present. 

A  weak  point  about  the  numerical  statement  of  results  is 
that  many  results  cannot  be  stated  in  numbers.  It  can  never 
be  expressed  in  figures,  for  instance,  how  much  the  increase  of 
spiritual  mindedness  in  a  community  is  due  to  the  reading  of 
books,  nor  how  much  a  boy's  memory  is  weakened  by  skin- 
ning through  six  stories  every  week.  Let  us  not  exaggerate 
the  importance  of  figures  nor  assume  that  the  whole  of  a  li- 
brary's work  can  be  tabulated.

It  is  said  that  every  town  needs  an  art  collection.  If  the 
town  does  not  own  such  a  treasure  it  is  well  to  borrow  a  col- 
lection. Ten  sets  of  pictures  owned  by  the  Library  Art  Club 
have  been  on  exhibition  during  the  past  year.  The  expense 
has  amounted  to  $11.80  including  the  membership  fee  of  $5, 
and  the  expressage  one  way  $6.80.  These  pictures  have  been 
photographs  of  scenery  in  Newfoundland  and  Alaska,  views  in 
the  cities  of  Munich,  York,  Paris,  Oxford,  Rome,  and  English 
Country  Churches,  the  Prang  platinettes,  and  the  Elson  prints. 

These  records  tell  a  part  of  the  story  of  the  Library's 
place  in  our  community.  Setting  aside  the  questions  of  tabu- 
lation and  of  statistics,  I  realize  there  are  broader  problems  to 
face,  how  to  discriminate  among  books,  how  to  stimulate  an 
interest  in  the  best  books,  how  to  help  people  to  enjoy  books, 
and  how  to  be  liberally  minded  in  all  relations  with  the  pub- 
lic.

I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  the  anuual  report  of 
the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  March  5,  1904,  in- 
cluding the  force  of  the  Department,  with  a  record  of  all  alarms 
of  fire,  which  have  been  responded  to  by  the  Department, 
together  with  the  insurance  paid  on  same,  and  the  cause,  so  far 
as  1  can  learn  in  regard  to  these  facts,  and  such  other  matters 
as  pertain  to  the  Department.

REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  SOLICITOR. 


Belfast,  Me.,  March  7,  1904. 

To  The  Hon.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and   Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Belfast : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  City  Solicitor  for  the  past 
municipal  year. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  no  suits  pending 
in  which  the  city  was  interested,  but  there  are  now  two,  both 
of  which  may  be  in  order  for  trial  at  the  next  term  of  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court,  viz  : — David  W.  Dyer,  Appellant,  vs. 
Belfast,  and  M.  C.  Hill,  Collector  of  Taxes  for  the  year  1902 
vs.  Thomas  Haugh. 

The  first  named  is  an  appeal  by  Mr.  Dyer  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  municipal  officers  awarding  to  Mr.  Dyer  damages 
to  land  owned  by  him,  abutting  on  Front  street,  claimed  to 
have  been  occasioned  by  a  change  of  the  grade  of  said  street. 

The  other  suit  is  to  recover  the  amount  of  the  tax  assess- 
ed against  Mr.  Haugh  for  the  year  1902,  on  the  lot  of  land  sit- 
uated on  the  corner  of  Church  and  Main  streets. 

A  suit  has  been  commenced  by  Vinalhaven  vs.  the  City 
to  recover  for  pauper  supplies  furnished  to  an  alleged  pauper 
whose  settlement  is  claimed  to  have  been  in  this  city.  This 
suit  is  now  pending  in  the  S.  J.  Court  in  Knox  County,  the 
defense  has  been  assumed  by  the  contractor  for  the  support 
of  the  poor,  under  his  contract,  consequently  the  city  is  not 
directly  interested  therein,  I  am  therefore  unable  to  report 
further  in  relation  to  the  same,  but  it  is  not  expected  to  re- 
quire any  attention  from  the  city.

Report  of  the  Secretary  of  Board  of  Health. 


To  The  Mayor,  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Common  Coun- 
cil : 

Herein  is  submitted  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  of 
the  work  accomplished  for  the  year  ending  March  7th,  1904  : 

The  number  of  contagious  diseases  has  been  much  greater 
than  for  several  years.  The  several  outbreaks  of  small-pox, 
diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  seemed  to  have  sprung  from  a 
separate  focus  in  each  instance  as  far  as  this  city  was  con- 
cerned, and  the  disease  was  fortunately  limited  to  those  first 
exposed  to  the  original  contagion. 

The  method  of  disinfecting  has  been  changed  from  sul- 
phur fumigation  to  the  more  modern  and  effective  use  of 
formaldehyde.  While  the  latter  is  somewhat  more  expensive 
it  is  proportionately  of  much  greater  service, 

This  year  the  Board  of  Health  has  included  Tuberculosis 
among  the  diseases  to  be  disinfected. 

The  extension  of  the  sewer  to  Union  and  Bay  View 
streets,  is  a  matter  of  considerable  importance  to  the  city's 
health  and  particularly  to  Bay  View  street,  which  during  the 
summer  months  was  often  in  a  bad  sanitary  condition. 

The  increased  expense  for  the  past  year  is  due  to  the  in- 
creased number  of  infectious  diseases  we  have  had,  together 
with  the  change  in  our  method  of  disinfection. 

The  total  number  of  contagious  diseases  reported  was  47, 
of  which  respectively,  2  were  small  pox,  4  of  diphtheria,  39  of 
scarlet  fever.  Number  of  nuisances  12  ;  of  which  10  were 
corrected.

MILK  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT. 


Belfast,  Me.,  March  3,  1904. 

To  The  Hon.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Belfast  : 

Gentlemen : — 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  City  Milk  Inspector  for 
the  past  municipal  year. 

The  milk  consumed  in  Belfast  is  supplied  from  about  five 
hundred  and  twenty-five  cows.  Each  cow  producing  on  an  av- 
erage of  twelve  hundred  quarts  of  milk. 

The  sale  of  milk  alone  was  about  thirty-one  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  worth. 

There  has  been  a  number  of  changes  in  the  milk  dealers 
in  the  past  year.    The  number  now  selling  is  thirteen. 

The  test  for  butter  fat  revealed  out  of  one  hundred  and 
thirty-seven  tests,  fourteen  were  between  three  and  three- 
tenths,  and  three  and  eight-tenths  per  cent.  Twenty-seven 
between  three  and  eight-tenths,  and  four  and  one-tenth.  Fifty- 
eight  between  four  and  one-tenth  and  four  and  nine-tenths. 
Thirty-eight  between  four  and  nine-tenths  and  five  and  six- 
tenths  per  cent. 

I  have  made  thirty-six  calls  on  the  milkmen  at  their 
homes  and  made  a  thorough  examination  of  their  cows,  cans 
and  utensils  used  in  handling  the  milk,  and  examined  the  sta- 
bles as  to  ventillation  and  water  supply. 

There  has  been  no  contagious  diseases,  and  the  simple 
diseases  have  been  treated  with  proper  precaution  as  to  sani- 
tary conditions. 
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No  evidence  of  adulteration'  of  milk  has  been  seen.  A 
few  complaints  have  been  made  to  me  but  in  every  case  I  have 
been  able  to  trace  the  trouble  to  the  consumer's  fault. 

I  find  the  stables  as  a  rule  kept  in  good  shape  and  it  ap- 
pears to  be  the  chief  aim  of  the  milk  dealers  to  procure  the 
best  cows  they  can  find  and  to  furnish  the  best  quality  of  milk. 

As  milk  is  the  only  food  that  is  consumed  to  any  extent 
in  the  raw  state  we  need  to  use  every  means  possible  to  keep 
it  pure  and  clean,  as  it  is  a  good  medium  for  all  kinds  of  dis- 
ease producing  germs. 

I  have  found  the  milkmen  very  courteous,  always  ready 
to  make  any  improvements  that  would  tend  to  improve  the 
quality  of  their  milk.

Committee  for  the  municipal  year  ending  March  7,  1904. 

Haye  examined  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  City  Treas- 
urer, and  find  the  same  are  correctly  stated  and  properly  ad- 
ded, and  vouchers  have  been  produced  to  verify  the  charges, 
leaving  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  the  city  March  7,  1904,  of 
seven  thousand  one  hundred  ninety  dollars  and  seventy-nine 
cents  C$7,190.79.) 

Also  find  deposited  in  the  Peoples'  National  Bank,  to  the 
credit  of  the  city,  to  pay  interest  coupons  due  Feb.  15,  1904, 
and  those  of  earlier  dates  outstanding,  ten  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  eighty-three  dollars  ($10,283).
